Mr. Nolan and Mr. Jacob Peshkin, 
former administrative assistant, became 
good friends. "What I liked best about 
Mr. Nolan,” commented Mr. Peshkin, 
"was the fact that he took as much 
pride in the school as he would in his 
own home. He would go out of his 
way to make it look and work just 
right.”

The Spire by William Golding is a 
book that strikes an unusual and in¬ 
teresting note. It is not approached 
by the author in anything like typi¬ 
cal narrative style. Tlie characters are 
sketchy; the plot is a thin, vague line. 
This is true because Golding’s pri¬ 
mary effort is directed toward his 
involved symbolism and religious 
theme. 

The book is an image fired with 
spirituality. The spire is a beautiful 
creation. It is the object of a man’s 
straggle to build something worth¬ 
while and inspiring with the strength 
of his belief in God. As the spire rises,

it reveals fear and sin as the ever¬ 
present imperfections in man. 

The main character is Dean Jocelin, 
a priest. The action is built around 
Jocelin’s dream to build a spire on 
his church. It is to be a 400-foot pin¬ 
nacle of stone, wood, and glass that 
would be the physical representation 
of man’s highest prayers. To change 
the spire from a spiritual vision to a 
reality, Jocelin must struggle against 
the forces of man and nature. At all 
costs, the spire must rise even if the 
people who come to build it bring 
temptation and corruption to the 
church and its servants.

Tve waited half my life for this 
day!’ ” 

The Spire is one of those special 
books that create mood. This mood is 
very real because it is based upon the 
wonder with which God is approached. 
The book is proof of Golding’s ability 
to create a strange and impressive 
story. _
